MOUNT 
VESUVIUS, 


Appearance and Action of the Famoa* 


Volcano In the JFlrst Centurr- 


The first century of our era, and 


doubtless for many previous centuries, 
Vesuvius was what would now ba 
called an extmot volcano. 
Rising 


some three thousand feet above the •«», 
It formed a notable landmark In one of 
the fairest landscapes of the Roman I 
Empire 
Its slopes are richly oultl- I 


vated, save around the summit, where I 
the loose volcanic cinders had not yet 
been covered by the mantle of vegeta- 
tion that during the previous centuries 
bad been gradually creeping up the 
mountain. Thebirien crest surroundr 
ed a deep crater, whose rugged walls, 
tapestried with wild vines, Inclosed 
the level space in which Spartaous and 
his three thousand companions en- 
camped. Intelligent observers had 
noticed the probable volcanic origin of 
the mountain, and tradition spoke of 
its having formerly emitted fire But 
to the aurroundmg inhabitants it gave 
no sense of msecunty 
The peasants 


planted their vines up ita slopes, and. 
the wealthier Romans traveled to bathe 
in the warm springs that still issue not 
far from its, roots, and to enjoy the 
balmj climate of that favored region. 
At last a succession of earthquakes, 
some of them of considerable violence, 
continued during a period of sixteen 
\ears to shake tha Vesuvius Campania. 
Some of the towns around the mountain 
weie considerably damaged. AFompe- 
mn inscription lecords that the tem- 
ple of Isis in that 
town 
had to 


be rebuilt from the very foundations 
The subterranean commotion culmi- 
nated m the gieat explosion which in 
the yeai 79 blew out the southern half 
of the upper part of the cone of Vesu- 
vius. Seen fiom the west side of the 
Bay of Naples in the early hours of tho 
eruption, the cloud of steam and frag- 
mentary materials that Issued from the 
mountain rose in a huge column, which 
spreads out at the top like the branches 
of an Italian pine tiee 
In the imme- 


diate neighborhood of the volcano cin- 
ders and pieces of "burning rock" fell 
in a continuous sbowei, gradually nll- 
ing up the stteeU and open spaces of 
the town, crushing in the roofs, and 
dilvine the inhabitants to the fields 
Violent earthquakes accompanying the 
successive volcanic discharges shook 
and shattered tbe houses and kept the 
sea-in commotion 
So vast was the 


quantitv of ashes and stones thrown 
out that the country for miles around 
was coveied with debus 
For three 


days the air continued so loaded with 
fine dust that a darkness as of night 
overspiead the landscape 
When day- 


light returned the helds and gardens 
had disappeared under a deep covering 
of white ashes that lay on the ground 
like snow 
The main portion of th« 


volcanic detritus was no doubt e.ectea 
in the earlier stages of the eiuption.

ashes. These mud torrents swept over 
Herculaneum, burying it to a depth of 
fifty feet or more 
At Pompeii, also, 


the heavy ram seems to have foimed ft 
similar mud which ran down into tha 
basements of the houses and quickly 
pnveloped the human victims who had 
token refuge there —Archibald Geikic,
